there is a sweet depth to those 
meetings that I fedr many now 
are missing.

The whispers of 
the one who spoke seemed like 
the whispers of an angelic be- 
ing. There they were so far 
away in the Spirit world that I 
was unnoticed as I entered. And 
soon the same sweet sacred 
presence seemed to take hold of 
me. Oh, I was in the presence of 
God! Not a ripple of dissension 
or unrest. All was calm and 
smooth—no friction, no irregu- 
larity, no unevenness. But ev- 
erything was so gentle,. so 
smooth and glossy that it 
seemed like I had just walked 
into heaven itself. Now if there 
can .be tarrying meetings like 
that surely they would be good 
for any one. 


The object is to obtain the 
enduement of power. This is 
not selfish, it is God’s plan. It 
seems almost too much to 
think the Holy Spirit of God 
will actually enter into our 
bodies and settle down to be at 
home and remain with us 
through joys and sorrows, alike, 
through successes and failures, 
through fortunes: and misfor- 
tunes, through glories and 
temptations, through good and 
evil report, through every ex- 
perience of life. It is indeed 
wonderful, and He comes into 
the tarrying, waiting soul—one 
that is dead to everything but 
the Lord. 


When the Holy Spirit came 
upon Jesus He had the appear- 
ence of a dove (Mark 1:10), 
and thus it is often spoken of 
as a dove like Spirit who can be 
driven away very easily. A dove 
may be happily cooing on a 
bright summer .day, and the 
least noise will cause the coo- 
ing to stop and if the noise be- 
comes loud, and a moving ob- 
ject appears, away goes the 
dove—she flies away to a place 
of solitude and starts up her 
cooing again. Thus if the Spir- 
it is rejected and driven away 
He will fly away to give com- 
fort and rest and hope and joy 
to a tarrying waiting soul that 


is open and will not grieve Him 
away.

Holy Ghost, neither one who is 
not sanctified, but it will not 
hurt anything for these classes 
to slip into a tarrying meeting 
occasionally if they are interest- 
ed. It might bea help to get 
them ready for the Holy Ghost. 
Ina tarrying meeting where 
God’s power is felt and working 
is a good place to make the 
slightly interested person be- 
come more interested. It is a 
place to help those who are ex- 
tremely interested to examine 
their lives to see if there 
is anything there that is 
hihdefing the incoming of 
the Holy Ghost, for, be as- 
sured, He is not going to come 
in until the life is clean any 
more than you would move into 
a dirty, filthy house. How often 
before moving into a house do 
people scrub and sweep and rub 
and scour and after it is all 
clean and dry they begin to 
move in the furniture and get 


home. And this is much like the 
‘Holy Ghost. He comes in to His 
home to dwell only after every- 
thing is ready and He is invited 
and made welcome.

Selling Bibles At Cost 


According to the Annual Report of 
the American Bible Society just is- 
sued, the most important development 
in the Society’s work during the past 
year was the change in its manufac- 
turing program at the Bible House, 
New York. 


In order that the Society might 
publish more Scriptures more econom- 
ically and at lower prices, the Board 
of Managers determined to have the 
manufacturing in the United States 
carried on under the same policies as 
prevail in its Near Eastern and Far 
Eastern Agencies, and therefore de- 
cided to discontinue manufacturing at 
the Bible House and to avail them- 
selves of the facilities of the best 
equipped printing establishments in 
the country. They expect thereby to 
increase the output of their publica- 
tions and they will continue to use 
their own plates and to exercise the 
same care over their versions which 
has given the publications of the So 
ciety standing and repute all over the 
world. 

Allowing for any saving which was 
made on the work manufactured out- 
side the Bible House during 1921, a 
total loss in the manufacturing de- 
partments of $44,841.73 was sustained 
as shown by the report of the certi- 
fied accountants. 

The American Bible Society is not 
a commercial concern but a mission- 
ary organization circulating the Scrip- 
tures in more than 150 languages in 
all parts of the world. It has been 
the Society’s policy for over a hun- 
dred years, except where grants are 
made, to sell its books at cost. The 
items entering into the cost of its 
Scriptures are the cost of paper, 
printing and binding, together with 
fixed charges for manufacturing sup- 
erintendence, heat, light and power, 
insurance on stock and expenses of 
handling books in the depository and 
shipping offices. 

The cost of translating, the initial 
cost of plates, the cost of our branch 
offices throughout the world and their 
processes of distribution, and the cost 
of administration at the central of- 
fice, are not reckoned into the cost of 
the books as they would have to be 
in a commercial concern. 

According to the report of the So 
ciety, the total expenditures for the 
year 1921 were $1,172,756. Toward 
this amount there came in from the 
sale of boeks $462,832. The number 
of volumes distributed throughout the 


} world was 4,855,464, which means that 


on the average 24¢ was spent per 
volume to produce a book, transport 
it, and place it in the hands of those 
who desire it. Toward meeting this 
expense, only 9¢ per volume, was re- 
ceived by the processes of sale. The 





difference between the Society’s ex- 
penditures and the money it receives 





by sale of its books is contributed by 
churches and individuals who are in- 
terested in the missionary program of 
the Society which seeks to reach ev- 
ery individual with a copy of the 
Scriptures in his own language.

THE TEACHINGS OF ST. PAUL, RELATIVE 
TO THE ORGANIZATION OF THE 
CHURCH OF GOD 





R. L. Cotnam 





From the moment the great Church 
of God came into existence, false 
teachers have ever been at work striv- 
ing to destroy her peace and harmony. 
The epistles of St. Paul are filled with 
warnings, admonishing the faithful to 
beware of false teachers who come 
under pretence of superior knowledge, 

“O Timothy, keep that which is com- 
mitted to thy trust, avoiding profane 
and vain babblings, and oppositions of 
science falsely so called: Which some 
professing have erred concerning the 
faith. 1 Tim. 6:20, 21. And to keep 
clear of fables and _ genealogies, 
“Neither give heed to fables and end- 
less genealogies, which minister ques- 
tions, rather than godly edifying 
which is in faith: so do.” 1 Tim. 1:4. 

“But avoid foolish questions, and 
genealogies, and contentions, and striv- 
ings about the law; for they are un. 
profitable and vain.” Tit. 3:9. 

These were the first symptoms of 
what was afterwards known as Gnos- 
ticism or Pantheistic process of evo- 
lution also teaching that knowledge 
rather than faith was the key to sal- 
vation. He (St. Paul) was particu 
lar to guard them against a return to 
Judaism and was careful to keep the 
distinction between it and Christiani- 
ty clear from their minds. 

“Beware of dogs, beware of evil 
workers, beware of the concision.” 
Phil. 3:2. “Beware lest any man spoil 
you through philosophy and vain de- 
ceit, after the tradition of men, after 
the rudiments of the world and not 
after Christ.” Col. 2:8. 


He also spoke in severe terms to 
the Corinthians who showed personal 
preference for one teacher above an- 
other saying, “I am of Paul; and I of 
Apollos; and I of Cephas.” 1 Cor. 1:12. 
“For ye are yet carnal; for whereas 
there is among you envying, and 
strife, and divisions, are ye not Car- 
nal, and walk as men?” 1 Cor. 3:3. 
He told them they were of Christ; he 
defended the doctrine of the resurrec- 
tion (1 Cor. 15) of the body against 
heretics, Hymenaeus and Philetus, 2 
Tim. 2:17, 18, seeing that such ten- 
dencies would eventually. divide the 
faithful and disturb the Church ex- 
plained with that depth and reach of 
thought so peculiarly his own, the es- 
sentials of her characteristics, form of 
government and principles of doctrine. 

He taught that the union of Chris- 
tians all working together as members 
of one common household is based on 
a necessity of man’s condition, for the 
human family is so constituted that 
one has need of another’s assistance 
-—one possesses what the other wants 
and the needy are supplied from the 
abundance of the wealthy. Neither 


the individual nor society can reach 
a perfect devolopment unless materi- 
ally aided by each other for perfec- 
tien lies in the united strength and 
harmony of the collective forces of 
both. The individual, therefore, is an 
integral member of society and can- 
not be isolated from it; he forms part 
of its organic unity. 


St. Paul illustrates this idea by the 
analogy of the human body, whose 
members though various and complex, 
all work in harmony under the guid- 
ance of one spirit. 1 Cor. 12. He 
transferred the analogy to the body of 
the faithful animated by one spirit, 
the various members of which have 
their different offices according to the 
gifts and talents of each. The same 
principle gives rise in some measure 
to the adversity of ministry in the 
Church. Christ having called some to 
be apostles and others prophets and 
others evangelists, some to be pastors 
and teachers that all may labor in, 
each in his own calling for the per- 
fection of the saints and the building 
HA ae mystic body of Christ. Eph. 


St. Paul writing with special ref- 
erence to the ministry of pastors and 
teachers, exhorts the Ephesians to fol- 
low the teachings and cease to be like 
children carried about by every wind 
of doctrine and driven to and fro like 
ocean waves—the spot of every error. 


He also admonishes with great ten- 
derness those whose duty it is to teach 
and govern others to have care of 
themselves as well as the flocks which 
have been committed to their charge 
by (appointment) the Holy Ghost. 
Acts 20:28. Who not only set them 
over their churches but continually 
assist them as the apostles declared 
when assembled at the first Council 
or General Assembly at Jerusalem, 
presided over by James. In deciding 
an important doctrinal question they 
began their decision with these words, 
“It seemed good to the Holy Ghost 
and to us.” Paul assured of this abid- 
ing presence of the Holy Ghost in the 
church calls her “the pillar and 
ground of the truth.” 


It is needful that thrngs in the way 
of heretics should come but as Christ 
had given to the Church the assurance 
of His protection against the power 
of evil, the apostles declared that the 
existence of heresies, inasmuch as 
they had been predicted by God Him- 
self instead of doing harm would be a 
benefit to her serving as a test of 
Christianity to show who were and 
who were not, and who had never 
really been of the fold of Christ, 1 
John 2:19, or the Church of God.

Contending For The Faith

In Jude, the third verse, we find 
these words, “Beloved, when I gave 
all diligence to write unto you of the 
common salvation, it was needful for 
me to write unto you, and exhort you 
that ye should earnestly contend for 
the FAITH which was once deliverea 
unto the SAINTS.” 


First, we will notice this faith he 
speaks of. Those to whom this letter 
is addressed evidently had received 
the experience of the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. Notice the first verse, 
“Jude, the servant of Jesus Christ, 
and brother of James, to them that 
are sanctified by God the Father, and 
preserved in Jesus Christ, and called: 
Mercy unto you, and peace, and love, 
be multiplied.” 

Then on down in the third verse he 
speaks of the common salvation. The 
common salvation at the time this

Under the Drippings of 
His Blood 


Dear Evangel Family Everywhere: 

I want to honor my great King for 
His keeping power. I received the 
Holy Ghost eight years ago and He 
still speaks for Himself. Glory to 


letter was written (which was about God 


thirty years after Pentecost) was 
nothing short of the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. This was the common 
standard those days. But sufficient 
time had passed that men of the baser 
sort had made their appearance and 
this letter was a warning against 
such ones. 


In considering the gospel or church 
age, that the church is to come forth 
in the evening of this age as it was 
in the morning or the beginning, we 
are persuaded to believe that Jude’s 
letter applies to us in this day and is 
to be a means to encourage us to 
earnestly contend (strive in opposi- 
tion) for the faith which was once de- 
livered unto the saints. If these peo- 
ple had the Holy Ghost, and we also, 
what can Jude mean by exhorting us 
to strive in opposition to receive or 
get in possession of? 


A definition of the’ word faith will 
help us understand. The word faith 
referred to in the passage above is 
taken from the Greek word pistis 
meaning credence, conviction of re- 
ligious truth; the truthfulness of God, 
reliance upon Christ for salvation, 
constancy in such profession and the 
system of religious truth itself. There 
you are. This is what we are to con- 
tend for. 


First, credence which means belief, 
trust. And as we acquire this, con- 
viction for more truth comes and a 
greater belief in God can be realized. 
And reliance upon Christ for full Ssal- 
vation is more natural. Constancy 
meaning firmness and stability and 
the system which means combination 
of parts in a whole, orderly arrange 
ment according to some common law, 
collections of rules and _ principal 
methods of .transacting business. 
There it is and Jude said all this was 
once delivered to the saints. 


He also said for somebody that be- 
lieves in (and posesses the experi- 
ence) sanctification and preserved in 
Jesus Christ and called, to earnestly 
(in serious reality) contend (strive in 
opposition) for it. We want to say 
that the Church of God has received 
Brother Jude’s ietter and is contend- 
ing for the faith. She is reaching up 
for a closer relation with her God and 
while she is firmly fixed on the re 
vealed truth, she is contending for 
the system that was ouce delivered 
unto the saints. Our supreme object 
in view is up to the Bible in belief 
and practice. Our opponents often 
say we are all bound up with rules 
and systems. To such falsé accuSa. 
tion we gently reply, “We are con- 
tending for the faith. Understand 
language and you will better under- 
stand us.” 


Not long since while in council 
with a dear Pentecostal brother along 
the line of different doctrines, the 
Church of God, ete., he said, “There 
are only a. few points that I don’t 
agree with you on.” One was tithing, 
he mentioned one or more who would 
go into a neighborhood and _ preach 
tithes, the peopie would rally to the 
doctrine and bring in their tithes, 
and he would stick them down in his 
pocket and move on elsewhere. He 
said, “I do not believe in such.” I 
said, “Neither do I, nor does the 
Church of God practice such.” I in 
brief explained our tithing system to 
him. Then he said that was more 
like it and he was open for the truth 
on the subject. I said to him, “Broth- 
er, the Church of God is contending 
for the faith and practice of the early 
church and we in no wise have tied 
up where we are but we are pressing 
on. We admit that we make changes 
and we will continue to do so until we 
reach the perfect system.” 


There are some very important rea- 
sons why we should strive for the be- 
lief, practice, system etc., once de- 
livered to the saints. First, we are in 
the day in which they are to be re- 
stored to the Church. Second, it will 
require the restoration of this faith 
to the Church for her to be able to 
fill the mission destined for her. 
Third, the power of antichrist will 
prevail over all but the church. This 
power of the antichrist is strongly 
working in the world today and those 
who persist in retaining what they 
call their freedom by standing aloof 


sfrom organization will sooner or later 


find themselves entangled with the 
antichrist influence. 

Oh, that the Christian world, yes, 
the Pentecostal world would contend 
for the FAITH which was once de- 
livered unto the saints. I fancy I 


fhear the voices of multitudes of Pen- 


tecostal believers say in reply to this 
statement, “We are contending for 
the faith.” Doubtless that is the soul 
ery of many but, dear ones, remem- 
ber what this faith includes. No 





doubt there are some who say they 


are contending for the faith who don’t‘ tf. 


I love the Evangel for it is all the 


preaching that I get to hear. I was 
looking through my papers and 
found the little Messenger’ that 


was printed in 1912 and it looked 
like a baby. It is wonderful how it 
has grown in the length of ten years, 
I praise God for its growth.
